12.—Three 
Mexican raiders were reported kill­ 
ed and five captured by soldiers and 
citizens following a raider’s attempt 
to burn the international and Great 
Northern railroad tressle at Webb, 
Texas, north of Laredo. 
A posse of ranchmen was report­ 
ed engaging 
the 
raiders 
between 
Webb and Cactus, killed three. There 
were no American casualities. 
Cac­ 
tus is ten miles north 
of Webb. 
Webb is twenty miles north of Lare­ 
do on the I. & G. N. road. 
Two bandits were captured at the 
bridge, one of them a captain, ac­ 
cording to reports here. Two otihers 
were brought to Laredo 
and jailed 
under heavy guard. 
Another raider 
is reported to be in jail at Webb. 
Several truck loads of American 
regulars 
and 
Texas 
militia 
left 
here immediately for the scene 
of 
the raid, hoping to head 
off the 
Mexicans on their way back
